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Libyan missiles bring U.S. strikes 

Patrol boats disabled, SAM control site shattered

WASHINGTON — American warplanes knock- 
ed out a Libyan missile site and disabled two 
guided-missllc patrol boats on Monday aiter 
Libya fired at least six missiles at U.S. jets 
operating below Col. Moammar Khadaty's "line 
of death" in the Gulf of Sidra, administration of- 
flctalssald.. 

, Defense Secretary Caspar W. Weinberger said 
the retaliatory strikes had been conducted 
without any loss of U.S. men or equipment. 
Presidential spokesman Larry Speakes^ said 
“there are no apparent survivors" on one of the 
-Libyan vessels, which he said normally carries a - 
crew of 27.

Tensions have been running high in the area 
ever since the U.S Navy began conducting exer- 
cises off Libya’s Mediterranean coastline In 
January in a .“show of resolve'' following ter- 
rorist attacks on Dec. 27 at the Rome and Vienna 
airports. President Reagan has accused Khadafy 
of supporting the terrorist faction believed 
responsible for the attacks. , 

The episode erupted after U.S. ships crossed- 
the "Line of Death" drawn by Khadafy across, 
the mouth of the Gulf of Sidra, some 40 miles off- 
shore. The United States recognizes only a 12- 
mllc territorial limit for Libya. 


Congressional leaders of both parties were 
summoned to- the White House In early evening 
and were briefed on the developments. Reagan 
did not attend the mecting.-but conferred In the 
Oval Office with Weinberger. Adm, William J. 
Crowe Jr., chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
White House chief of staff Donald T. Regan and 
John Poindexter, the president’s national sccurl- 
tyadvlscr. 

Weinberger said the rctaliatoi^ strikes were 
not conducted tinlll after Libya had fired four.. 
Soviet-built SA-S long-range missiles toward U.S. 
planes. 

Speakes said the Libyans had also fired two 
SA-2 missiles aL U.S. forces, but Weinberger in- 
dicated (he- Pentagon was most concerned about- 
thc longcr-range SA-S missiles. He. said the 
retaliatory, strikes were ordered only after U.S. 
forces had “thoroughly and complcTcIy" verified 
that SA-5 missiles had been fired. 

“We do not believe our men should be required 
jp_.subject.thcmsclvcs to rlsks of being fired at 
by SA-S missiles and not do something about the 
’SAtSSHc," Weinberger told reporters.

WASHINGTON Former Rep. 
George V. Hansen, saying he had 
newiy discovered evidence, asked a 
federal court Monday to grant him a 
new trial on his 1984 conviction of fil- 
ing false financial disclosure docu- 
ments with Congress. 

Hansen, an Idaho Republican who 
served seven House terms, also filed 
'a motion with U.S. District Judge 
Joyce Hens Green for a reduced 
sentence from his five to 15 months 
In prison and renewed a request to 
permit him to obtain certain docu- 
ments on his prosecution from the 
Justice Department. 

"I think it's really a victory for us 
because we were trying to be sure 
the court took a good look at 
evidence that had never beep before 
; the court," said Hansen, adding that 
the new evidence, would exonerate 
,^hlm. • ... 

"We’re confident that we did 
things properly, that when all the 
facts arc on the table, wc'Il be found 
Innocent," Hanserisaid. 

Mrs. Green appeared Irate as she 
ordered the government to respond 
to the Hansen requests by April 10 
because she did not receive the mo- 
tions until Monday morning, shortly 
before she. was to announce a date 
for Hansen to surrender to 
authorities to begin serving his 
sentence. 

She also gave Hansen until no later 
than .11 a.m. April 14 to reply to the 
government's arguments opposing 
the motions. 

Mrs. Green did not set another 
date for the execution of the 
^senlcnce-bccausc, she said, no mat- 
ter how she rules, her decision pro- 
bably would be appealed. 

Hansen, who was narrowly 
defeated for rc-cicctlon In 1984, was 
found guilty that year of four counts 
of filing false financial disclosure

three concealing his family's deal- 
ings with Texas billionaire Nelson 
BunkcrTkint.

LONDON — Libyan radio threat- 
ened Monday to turn "the Mediter- 
- ranean Into a sca ol lire,".. and urged 
attacks on U.S. oil faclliltcs and 
Amerlcn workers throughout the 
Arab world in retaliation for U.S. fir- 
ing on a Libyan boat and the Libyan 
shoreline. 

"The oU which America exploits 
and usurps should now be 
destroyed," said the Libyan radio 
broadcast, monitored in London by 
the .BBC. "The American bases in 
the Arab homeland should now be 
stormed: The American spies who 
were pushed forward as experts and 
consultants should now be executed, 
wherever they might be In the Arab 
homeland." the Libyan radio brpad- 
-cnslsald. 

Libyan Iclcvislon. and the official 
news agency. JANA, had reported 
earlier Monday that three U.S. Jets 
were sIioL down over the Gulf of 
Sidra, but the White House sald'no 
American planes were damaged in' 
the military confrontations.

sponsors prepared to move ahead 
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BOISE, Idaho (API — Sponsors of 
an initiative drive lo pul the lottery 
issue before Idaho voters In- 
November say they’ll press ahead 
with the drive, after the proposal 
cleared ils first hurdle on Monday. 

The attorney general's office said 
It has approved the form of the pro- 
posed InUl^tlvo — altht^ugh there 
could be' serious legal challenges lo 
it.

The National Mediation Board, which was In contact with both 
sides Monday, announced that a negotiating session, the first since 
March 12, would be held at 11 a.m! Wednesday in New York City. 

William Hoar, TWA’s vice president for labor relations, said the 
location for the talks had not been determined. 

Meanwhile, union sources close to the negotiations- hinted that 
TWA Chairman Carl Icahn and union president Victoria 
Frankovlch may meet privately prior to a resumption of federally 
mediated bargaining. 


Whitworth spy trial begins 

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Information allegedly stolen and sold 
by Jerry Whitworth, the most trusted employee of a vital Navy 
communications center, gave the Soviet Union an incalculable ad- 
vantage, a prosecutor said Monday as Whitworth's trial opened. 

Whitworth, 4G, of Davis, the last of four men charged with taking 
part In a Soviet-controlled spy ring led by John A. Walker Jr., went 
on trial In a federal courtroom crowded with too reporters and 
spectators. 

The former Navy radioman, who retired In 1983 after a 23-year 
military career, is accused of selling secret Information about 
codes and communications systems from 197<1 to 1983 for $332,000 in 
cash. Seven of the 13 charges against him carry potential life 
terms. 


Amendment backers huddle 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate supporters of a constitutional 
amendment to require a balanced federal budget met Monday 
with President Reagan to discuss strategy for dredging up the 
handful of additional votes they acknowledge are needed to pass 
the measure. 

''We’re within a couple, three votes" Majority Leader Bob Dole, 
R-Kan., told reporters as he and three Senate colleagues left the 
While House.

New activists lend a hand 


WATERVILLE, Maine (AP) - 
Colby College senior Perrin Boyd 
sometimes spends her lunch hour in 
the basement of Sacred Heart 
Church, helping volunteers serve 
meals and scrub pots at Watcr- 
villc's only soup kitchen for the 
- needy. ' 

Later, she may stop at the Col- 
onial House Manor nursing home to 
chat with some residents. 

•'She’s an extraordinary girl,” 
says Maryiccn Bradford, the nurs- 
. Ing home's activity coordinator. 
"She Just has a real gift of caring. 
That’s what It's all about." 

"She’s a firebrand,” says Grace 
LaBontc, the soup kitchen's volun- 
teer coordinator. 

The 23-year-old Boyd Is, Colby’s 
advocate for voluntecrlsm. She's a 
familiar figure on campus who has 
attracted scores of other students 
to the cause of helping others. She 
represents a new breed of student 
activist — one whose focus Is per- 
sonal rather than political, local 
rather than global. 

“There Is today among students 
a much enhanced sense of obliga- 
tion to the wider community," says 
Colby President William R. Colter.

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U. S. -Libya: A history of confrontation

WASHINGTON - Almosl from iheday Libyan 
leader Monmmar Kliadafy seized power in a 19C9 
coup, U.S. relations with his government have 
been marked by unremitting hostility, with con-' 
frbntatlons over issues ranging from terrorism 
loTerritorlal rights. 

Monday’s attacks by American warplanes on . 
two Libyan ships and a shorellnc'mlssllcsile 
came 11 weeks after President Reagan tightened 
already existing sanctions against Libya. He ac- 
cused Khadafy of aiding the terrorist group that 
carried out attacks at airports In Rome and 
Vienna In which 19 people. Including five 
Americans, were killed. 

With the announcement ot new U.S. sanctions, 
virtually all business contacts between the two 
countries were severed, hundreds of millions of 
dollars in Libyan assets were frozen and 
Americans residing in Libya — with limited ex- 
ceptions — were ordered.home. , 

The incident Monday was the second time the 
two countries have had a military confrontation 
over Libya's claim to jurisdiction In the Gulf of 


Analysis 

Sidra. In the first incident, in August 1981, U.S. 
fighter planes shot down two Libyan aircraft. 

Khadafy has drawn an Imaginary "line of 
death" above the Gulf’s entrance and has warn- 
ed that trespassing foreign ships and aircraft are 
suBJcct to attack. 

During the Carter administration. In what of- 
ficials said was an incident Instigated by 
Khadafy, Libyan mobs sacked the U.S. Embassy 
in Tripoli In December l979;After tJie Reagan 
administration took office, relations went from 
bad to worse. 

In the spring of 1981, the United Stales ordered 
U.S.-based Libyan diplomats out of the country. 
In December of that year, the administration 
banned travel by most Americans to Libya, 

In March of 1982, the administration prohibited 
Libyan crude oiMmporls and imposed restric- 
tions on high technology exports to that country. 

Reaganhas included Libya in a "new interna- 


tional version of Murdcrlnc." The administra- 
— • tion has accused Libya of Involvement in 59 In- 
stances of International terrorism since 1979. It . 
has claimed that Libya operates numerous 
camps to train terrorists and uses surrogates or 
mercenaries against moderate Arab and African 
leaders. 

Khadafy, in turn, has called IhcUnltcdSlatcs 
a "slinking, rotten crusader'. "‘Ilesaid the ■ 
American posilion'"can only be explained in 
racist and crusade terms,” referring to the 11 th 
and I3lh century military expeditions by Euro- 
pean Christians to recover Holy land from the 
Moslems. 

Through It all, however, Khadafy has relied 
heavily oh American technology for Libya’s 
development. Before Reagan ordered Americans 
hpmc from Libya, between 1,000 and 1,500 U.S. 
citizens were based there, most of them oil 
technicians. . . 

Some U.S. analysis believe Khadafy, while 
hostile to the U.S. government, has a high regard 
for Individual Americans. At one point in the 
I970’s, he even turned to former CIA agents and 
former Green Beret soldiers to train and equip 
terrorists.

San Diego 
suspends

SAN DIEGO (AP) - San Diego 
• Slate University suspended com- 
petition in men’s and women’s 
track and field Monday In the 
-wake of allegations of steroid use 
by memters of the Aztecs’ track

San Dlcgb Stale athletic direc- 
tor Fred Miller said the suspen- 
sion from coihpclUlon Is effective 
Immediately and will be lifted 
after the university completes an 
Internal Invcsligallon Into the 
steroid allegations. The In- 
vestigation should begin by 
ncsday,Ml!icrsald; 

The suspension means the 
Aztecs won't be competing In a 
college track meet they arc 
hosting on Saturday. Five-other 
universities arc entered In the 
competition. 

After the investigation Is com- 
pleted, Miller said membprs of 
the men’s and women’s track 
team wishing to compete will 
have to be tested for steroid use. 

The move comes three days 
after Kent Pagel, an assistant 
track coach, was suspended amid 
accusations by athletes, and a 
former assistant coach that he 
bad provided' '-alhlelcs with 
! steroids. 

■ Pagel has denied the accusa- 
tions. MUler has only said that 
Pagel was suspended “In an In- 
ternal personnel matter.’.’ 


Despite temporary loss of feeling 

Sampson escapes permanent injury from fall 


BOSTON (AP) - Houston Rockets 
All-Star center Ralph Sampson was 
hospitalized but Improving Monday 
night after he fell while rebounding 
in an NBA game with Boston, accor- 
ding to Celtics spokesman 'Jeff 
Twlss. 

“The X-rays of the neck and head 
were negative,’' Twlss said after 
Sampson was carried' from the 
Boston Garden court on a stretcher 
and later taken to Massachusetts 
-Gcncral.Hospllal..“Thcrc.is.no word_ 
yet on the X-rays of the mid-back." 

Twlss said the feeling and motion 
In Sampson’s right leg had improv- 
ed. 

“Movement Is coming back more 
and more In the right leg." he said. 

■ The fall came In the second 
quarter and, according to Dr. 
Thomas Silva, the Celtics’ team 
"physician,- It “resulted in -a^ definite- 
loss of the right neurological process 
In his right leg.” 

Sampson had no feeling and no 
movem_cnl.ln.hls right |cg before be- _ 
ing carried off the court, according 
to Silva's report. But the report said 
that after being taken to Boston’s 
locker room, Sampsq/i had “sensa- 
tion and movement of his right leg." 

Silva said Sampson could move his 
right foot In the locker room and, 
after speaking with hospital person- 
nel, that “Improvement In the right 
leg is continuing.” 

Rob Castagnoll. the shift super- 
visor at Mass General, said, “Ho Js 
' in good condition. He Is being 
. evaluated.” 

“I think we're going to be all right, 
-but It docs sca'rc cverybody," Silva 
said. 

Silva’s earlier statement said 
there was “a possibility of a fracture 
of the mid-back.’' 

Twlss added that Sampson had 
had a contusion of his upper back. 


but his blood pressure and other 
vital signs were normal when he left 
for the hospital, lie added that 
movement on the left side of Samp- 
son’s body was "fine.” 

Sampson was hurl wllh^2:l9 left In 
the second quarter when he leaned 
backward while Jumping under his 
own basket and hit the back of hjs 
head and the upper part of his back 
on (he floor. 

Houston Coach BIU Filch: "He 


was In a lot of pain, a lot of pain. ,. 

'Tm not concerned about the loss. 
... The only important thing is if 
Ralph's back Is all right and there Is 
no disc problem. ... If he needs a lit- 
tle R&R In the Bahamas. I'll lake 
him there myself." 

Houston forward Robert Reid said, 
“He went up for a two-handed re- 
bound. ... lie seemed lo skid on the 
floor. 

“He was scared. ... Anyone would 


be ul that time with a doctor asking 
If you can feel (his touch or that ' 
touch. ... The only thing he was say- 
ingwas, ‘Oh, my God. Oh, my God.’ 

Twlss said Sampson felt nauseous 
on the court but' did not lose con- 
sciousness. He added that the 
three-year NBA veteran "was very 
culm" while being examined In the 
locker room and was able to 
recognize those around him. 

As he was wheeled on a stretcher 


from the locker room lo the am- 
bulance about 50 yards away In a 
lobby area, Sampson moved his head 
from side to side and also moved his 
arms. While on the stretcher; he was 
wearing his Rockets uniform, but 
had no sneakers on. 

“He said he wanted lo talk with 
his mom. "Twlss said. 

The 7-foot-4 Sampson, 25, was the 
game's leading scorer with 17 points 
when he was hurl.

Denny Crum Is making his sixth 
appearance In the Final Four, 
third best all-time behind John 
Wooden and Dean Smith. Wooden 
brought the UCLA Bruins to the 
Final Four a record 11 limes, 
gamering 10 championships in the 
space of 12 years (1964-1975). 
North Carolina’s Dean Smith Is 
second with seven. Including a 
championship in 1982. Crum also 
has one championship team, the 
Darrell GrKfllh-lcd team of 1980. 

Michigan State's loss to Kansas 
Friday night marked the fifth 
consecutive year that the Big 10 
has failed to place a team in the 
Final Four. The last Big 10 team 
“In thC'Flnal-Four-was -Indiana, 
which won the title In 1981, 63-50 
over North Carolina. 

Teams from the West Coast 
have had similar problems 
reaching the Final Four. Accor- , 
ding to official records, no team ' 
from west of the Rockies has .

Kansas’ Larry Brown became 
the fifth coach in history to reach 
thc"Final Four with two different 
teams. Brown led UCLA to the 
191)0 championship game. Others 
were Frank McGuire with St. 
John's and North Carolina. Lee 
Rose with North Carolina 
Charlotte and Purdue, Gene Bar- 
tow with Memphis Slate and 
UCLA and Hugh Durham with 
Georgia and Florida State. 

Kansas’ trip to the Final Four 
is the first for a Big Eight team 
slhid ‘”lhe Jayhawks finished 
fourth in 1974. 

The teams In the F'inal Four 
•have a combined record of 127-23. 
for a winning percentage of 84.7.

The suspension, unless delayed by 
appeal, will extend throu^ the 
French Open, to be played May 20- 
June 8. This is the first time that a 
player has been suspended .through 
one of the four Grand Slam tourna- 
ments for misconduct, the Pro 
Council said in a statement. 

It was the largest fine by the Pro 
Council since 11 lined Guillermo Vilas 
of Argentina $20,000 in 1983 for ac- 
cepting an illegal $60,000 appearance 
fee. Vilas also was suspended for one 
year, but the suspension never went 
Into effect because he appealed and

Connors .was told of the decision 
March 17, and it was submitted to 
Michael Davies, chairman of the Pro 
Council. 

“It is the position of the Council 
that there Is a special public trust 
between a professional tennis player 
and the fans who pay to sec him play 
that should never.be breached,” 
Davies said in a statment confirm- 
ing Hopper’s decision. "Here we had 


a serious breach when Jimmy refus- 
'cd to play and caused himself to be 
defaulted." 

Under the provisions of the Pro 
Council's Code of Conduct, Connors 
may appeal the decision within 30 
days for review by three Impartial 
review officers.

'Most will fail In the play of to- 
day's slam. A few will have accu- 
rate second thoughts about how to 
make the slam. 

South won bis heart ace, cashed 
the diamond queen and played his 
ace and king of trumps. Blast dis- 
carded but hope was still alive. 
South played dummy's top dia- 
monds in hope of an even spilt, but 
West ruffed and continued hearts. 
South ruffed but could no longer use 
dummy's diamonds, and the slam 
went one down. 

Does the slam make if South 
cashes the trump acc and then fi- 
nesses the Jack after first getting 
the diamond queen out of the way? 
In today's la^ut it would, but the 
slam would fail if Blast held the Q-S 
of tramps and diamonds failed to 
split 3-3. 

The best chance of landing the 
slam is to play the trumps so os to 
assure two Jnimp entries to dum- 
my. After winning the heart ace and 
cashing the diamond queen, South 
should run his tramp 10, willing to 
lose to a singleton queen. In that 
case. South would win Blast's retuiii 
and enjoy both trump entries to es- 
tablish and run the ^amends. 

In the actual layout, it's even eas- 
ier. When the trump 10 wins, a 
trump Is led to dummy’s jack and a 
low diamond Is ruffed with the ace. 
A third tramp to dummy's king 
picks up West's queen, and South 
cbaUcs up an overtrick.

Pendulum to swing against Chapter 11 


In the 1970s, it became fashionable 
for consumers — even middle class 
— to declare bankruptcy to escape . 
paying installment loans, arrears on 
student loans, any number of other . 
debts. 

But it's becoming more and more 
difficult. Being yanked from your 
hands as a consumer defaulter may 
be: your ability to get new loans, the 
amount of property you can keep, 
even the willingness of schools you 
attended to admit you're a gradu- 
ate. 

Good or bad? It’s a hot debate. 
Creditors lose If they aren't paid and 
generally pass on the additional 
costs to everyone else — including 
us, the customer. But the consumer 
is being urged by business and ad- 
vertisers to buy to the hill: Our buy- 
ing Is essential If our economy is to 
survive (much less thrive). Where Is 
the balance? How can you reach it? 

The whole field of bankruptcy has 
become ever more critical and In- 
congruous. And the process has been 
speeded by an amendment to the 
Bankruptcy Code in 1970 to pul Into 
law a special, ultra hlgh-sIlck pro- 
cedure known as the famous (or In- 
famous) "Chapter Eleven" (U). 

“The chapter,” as It Is called by 
Insiders, is designed to help com-

panics stay in business by giving 
them a chance to work out their 
debts with the agreement of 
creditors and under the supervision 
of the court. So far, so good — keep- 
ing companies in business helps 
them save- jobs, preserves contracts 
with suppliers and customers, pro- 
tects tommunitics. 

Bui the new calch added in 1970 
was ihis: Aulomatically, Just by fil- 
ing a paper, Ihc company invoking 
the magic carpet of "the chapter" 
can slop all lawsuits throughout the 
nation. And when the procedure says 
slop. It means slop — every step, no 
mailer how routine. All of the 
wheels are completely blocked. 

Even the taking of a pretrial de- 
position or a minor hearing on a pro- 
cedural issue Is forbidden unless the 
creditor can convince the bankrupt- 
cy judge who has the case to lift the 
"automatic slay.” 

OK, you ask, why not do that? 
Sometimes It docs work, if the 


creditor can afford to hire a 
bankruptcy specialist, say, to ap- 
pear In what is often a distant loca- 
tion and can convince the bankrupt- . 
cy judge that holding up the claim of ' 
a little guy against a big company Is 
unfair. But the deck is heavily 
stacked In favor of the company In- 
voking the chapter for reasons that 
become clear: 

1) If the company using the 
chapter solves Us problems — even 
al the expense of minor business or 
consumer victims -•the case can be 
"successfully’ ' complclcd and Is 
removed from the overloaded docket 
of the particular judge involved. 

2) The burden is on the creditor 
trying to get out of the "automatic 
slay" to prove the unfairness of hav- 
ing been trapped. The company us- 
ing the chapter docs not have to 
prove the urgency of slopping, lei’s 
say, a minor pretrial hearing In om 
ha. 

Bankruptcy experts tend to defend 
these procedures as necessary to 
help troubled firms back to their 
feel efficiently. Others who aren't 
bankruptcy specialists arc frequent- 
ly more acid In their evaluation of 
the chapter In its post-1970 incarna- 
tion. . 

Will anything be done? Perhaps 


the courts may begin to consider re- 
quiring more proof of an emergency 
(hat mighf cause irreparable dam- 
age before allowing bankruptcy to 
;; takeover. As foryou, ifyoucan’t 
pay a student loan and arc threat- 
ened by a collector, you may be con- 
fident that a much bigger debtor is 
basking in protection from any 
lawsuits at all. 

What is happening is a reaction 
against the extreme tilt to penalize 
the big boys in bankruptcy In the 
1960s and 1970s. The pendulum has 
swungvery far and fast and l3- 
smashlng tlic lives of little people 
who don't have thcsophlsllcatlon to 
fight back as the bigger debtors 
have had. 

One day soon, the pendulum will 
swing against Chapter 11 and Its ap- 
parent bias for business. When It . 
docs. It may swing just as far 
against the chapter as It has now 
swung for It. 

Unless, of course, common sense 
arrives first and we recognize that 
we can learn from each swing and 
move up with our society and not 
Jusj back and forllr

• Continued from Page D 1 
the Galena, Cocur and Crescent 
mines, they account (or about 40 
per cent of American silver pro- 
duction, which in turn accounts 
for about 10 percent of world pro- 
duction. 

But Northern Idaho's mines arc 
a geological anomaly. Silver Is 
their primary metal. Elsewhere, 
silver Is a by-product of mining 
for lead, nickel, copper and zinc. 

William Griffith, chairman and 
president of Hccla Mining Co., 
which operates the Lucky Friday, 
said several farces arc pjaying on 
his company's principal product: 

• Oil prices arc falling. 
Speculators lend to lump com- 
modllics together. Gfiffltn said. 
When one fails, others may. 

• An erroneous perception by the ' 
American public that Inflation is 
under control. Griffith said Infla- 
tion tends to drive investors out 
of dollars and Into precious 
metals, which historically serve' 
as Inflation hedges.
